The Saint Joseph’s College Student Council is more than 
a group of five or six individuals who plan dances and sit in 
on faculty meetings or rather it was designed to be more than 
this. The Structure of the Student Council centers around 
several student committees which are designed to correspond 
to the faculty committees of the college administration. A 
committee, one in the student council and one in the admini- 
stration, exists to concern itself with each respective area of 
student life. These committees theoretically are in frequent 
communication with each other in order to make available to 
students and faculty the advice and opinions of the other. 

In a crucial period of our academic development as an 
institution, the channel of communication set up to discuss 
academic matters has been closed. It seems that no student 
correlative to the Academic Senate exists on this campus. No

The fact that no one knpws that there is supposed to be 
a scholastic committee whose members are accessible to per- 
sonally answer student questions, to personally symbolize the 
fact that ours is not a despotic administration standing with a 
draft deferment sword ready to impale students who dare to 
challenge and question the faculty, this fact is sadder than 
the fact that there is no such committee. 

Mike Lunkes and the student council officers had plan- 
ned to have a scholastic committee this year. Every Saint 
Joseph’s student council has had a scholastic committee. 
There is a chairman of the scholastic committee this year and 
we have been informed that suggestions for the committee 
members were turned in last week. Stuff respectfully sug- 
gests that the scholastic committee be hastily formed and 
that its fir^t project be an extensive publicity campaign to 
enlighten our poor uninformed student body that it really
